never seen before. 

“Less shouting and a good deal more thinking’—it seems to be the very 
rule, every experienced missionary wants those who are listening to him, to 
observe, He does not want them to get up in the church and persuade the 
congregation that they themselves are on the safe side with God. He does 
uot want them to go home and do this. But he puts before them, with all the 
eloquence that only the heart inflamed with true zeal for the glory of the Lord 
can command—a few plain, “hard sayings”—on the end of man, on mortal 
sin, on the punishment of that terrible evil -» Judgment and on Hell. Then 
he prays with his audience and dismisses them with the friendly advice: 
“Think it over.” 

And without any special shouting .in order to arouse hearts and fan 
enthusiasm, the listeners——-many of them men who have not visited the church 
or the confessional for years—-go home, their hearts stirred to the depths. 
They have begun “to think.” The thinking has borne fruit. For next Satur 
day one of the parishioners, who has not seen his neighbor, Mr. B., at ser- 
vices for many years, is somewhat startled to see him edging his way closer 
and closer to the crowded confessional. What has happened? Mr. B made 
the mission. He did not shout about it. He heard the sermon, he “thought” 
and the grace of God did the rest. 

And so even in these days of little faith the Holy Spirit is active in His 
Church, blessing the words of the priest and of the missionary, and winning 
back precious souls from the slavery of sin to the liberty of the children of 
God,

What is there in your 
Sodality which should appeal to the human nature of an average 
normal Catholic? If the Sodality is intensely pious; if ite meetings 
breathe the true spirit of devotion; if the prayers are fervent, ap- 
pealing, suited to the people; if the instructions are well-prepared, 
carefully thought out, adapted to the audience and practical, suited 
to their needs—then the Sodality should appeal from the side of 
piety and devotion. 

But there are some very good people whom piety and devotion 
alone will not attract to the Sodality. They will say that they would 
as lief do their praying in private, Such people will often be at- 
tracted to the Sodality by energetic work, the aetivity of the So- 
dalists. Therefore, let us go ahead and ask these further questions 
about this Sodality: 

Is it well-organized for work? Have the officers, with the pas- 
tor, made a careful survey of the parish to see what is most needed 
and how the neéds can be met? Have they then organized the 
members into Sections, well-planned and carefully calculated to 
meet special needs of the parish? Are these Sectidhs encouraged 
to meet regularly and read reports of their work? Are there gen- 
eral meetings of the Sodality once a month, or once every two 
months, at which reports are read ffom the various Sections and 
every one in the parish made acquainted with the work of the 
Sodality? 

If one can answer all of these questions in the affirmative, then 
one may be sure that there is a successful Sodality which attracts 
the people. If these questions have to be answered in the negative, 
then it is easy to see why people are not interested in the Sodality. 
Why should they be? 


HELPING THE CHRIST CHILD,

One of the sweetest forms of Christian charity is that which 
spends itself upon Christ's little ones, or rather, we should say, upon 
the Christ Child Himself represented by them. 

“And taking a child He set him in the midst of them. Whom 
when He had embraced, He saith to them: Whosoever shall receive 
one such ohild as this in My Name, recéiveth Me.” 

To clothe our dear Jesus, to wrap Him about cozy and warm, 
to fill His little heart with joy by the presents we bring Him, has 
been the delight of Christmas time for many Christians. The stable 
and the manger are still with us as of old, under many forms. We 
need but the spiritual vision to see them. With the shepherds we 
still may come and offer our gifts to Joseph and to Mary for the 
Christ Child bedded on the straw. 

Would you know where to look for Him? Then let us show to 
you a little picture which perhaps you will remember to have seen 
before: 

It is an attic chamber with a broken window in the slanting 
roof, The plaster is falling from the walls. A few worthless prints 
are hung wpon them showing that the love of beauty has found an 
entrafice even her¢ ere is a Dasin and a broken pitcher in a 
corner, and elsewhere about the sides of the rdom stand a chest 
and an empty bed. The little girl who has just left it is sitting in 
her patched gown at a bare table, in the middle of the room, with 
only the extinguished candle before her. Her head is buried in her 
left arm upon the table, and we know that she is weeping bitter 
tears. Her right arm is extended over the edge of the table and 
from her hand there hangs a torn and empty stocking. No one has 
filed it for her. It is her Christmas morning. 

No! It is the little Christ Child who is weeping there; for once 
more the world has passed Him by and knew Him not. 

“Tl was hungry, and you gave Me not to eat. I was thirsty, and 
you gave Me not to drink. I was a stranger, and you took Me not 
in: naked, and you covered Me not: sick and in prison, and you did 
not visit Me,” 

“ There was an invalid, crippled in girlhood, lying on her bed, 
thinking thoughts ke these. God had granted her talents and 
means, but had towehed her in His love with a great affliction. An 
accident had deprived her, as it seemed, of all possibility of ever 
doing active good among her fellow men, though her sufferings and 
prayers, as she well knew, could prove mightier with God than the 
deeds of kings. 

There she lay, as Christmas approached, thinking of the Christ 
Child, and her heart burned within her for love of that sweet Babe 
ef Bethlehem. How He loved the poor, whom he left to His Church 
as the most precious of all her earthly treasures; and how He loved 
the little ones! And there arose within her the vision of many a 
oheerless home that should be brightened by the charity of man and 
the love of God at this Diessed Christmas season. How then could 
she be idle? 

In her mind the little hand of the Christ Child ned sown the 
seed of a great and noble work. It grew and flowered and quickly 
ripened into a perfect plan,—and lo! by the grace of God, the Christ 
Child Society had come into being. It began in Washington, for the 
lady we have described was Miss Mary V. Merrick, the daughter of 
a distinguished lawyer of the nation’s capital, and it soon estab- 
lished branches in various aities of the United States. Thus it was 
the Incarnation of Christ that gave birth to the Christ Child Society 
and still inspires its members, 

Seeing the Christ Child in His little ones who share with Him 
in His own poverty it seeks to bring help te them in their spiritual 
and bodily wants. It can assume many different forms in different 
cities, keeping always in view the central object: “to aid and in- 
struct neglected children and to uplift and brighten their child- 
hood.” Christmas is its particular season for dispensing the 
bounties of the Christ Child among the poor. 

All can be of assistance in this work, whether as aiembers or 
contributors. A favorite practice is to give enough for the complete 
élothing of at least a single child. This ts accomplished for five 
dollars by the Chicago Branch (1801 North State St:). A little toy 
and a booklet are included. Those interested in the work can com- 
municate with the headquarters of the Society at Washington (2406 
Pennsylvauia Ave.). 

Those indeed who wish to bring relief and joy to the Christ 
Child in His little ones and hear His sweet words of approval, 
“Amen, I say to you, as long as you did it to one of these, you did it 
to Me,” should not have any difficulty im finding ways and means 
through the Christ Child Society, or their local Catholic charities, 
or through the Association of the Holy Childhood (Lock Box 698, 
Pitteburgh, Pa.), since the little ones afar are no less in need of our 
help and love than the little ones anear, and must just as well de- 
pend for Christmas oharity upon us alone. We can seoure for them 
the great ‘Diessing of Holy Baptism as a Christmas gift and save 
them from starvation and death. 

Make then your choice. Do not forget the Christ Child during 
any season of the year, but least of all during the Holy Christmas 
tide. Remember above all that your gifts should go to the support 
of thoroughly Catholic charities. They will thus go most directiy 


to the poor and not into the pockets of salaried officials. Only thus | 


can they be truly Catholic, profiting the soul as well as the body.
